“ I finally convinced them that 
my one wish was to have my 
brother’s remains with me when 
1 left. It was hell, bu t it was 
worthwhile. My brother wou ld 
have done the same thing for 
me, and I wou ld do it again,” 
Dawson said. 
His wife agreed: ‘‘I feel it was 
worthwhile.” bu t added: “I’m 
glad that he is home.” 
On his failu re to retu rn with 
his brother’s remains, Dawson 
said: “ I don't consider that this 
is a finished story. When the 
war is over. I’ve got to go back, 
and they (the gu errillas) will 
take me to my brother’s grave. 
“ In the meantime, I’ve got to 
go back to work to su pport my 
family.”

Keep Home Dry 


Mildew thrives in hot, humid 
weather — the kind we are hav­ 
ing now in many parts of the 
country. 
High moisture causes 
the mold spores, which are al­ 
ways present in the air, to set­ 
tle and grow on shoes, clothing, 
furniture and books. 
The best protection against 
mildew is, of course, in its pre­ 
vention. 
And to prevent mil­ 
dew, you must remove its cause 
—the dampness. 
For this pur­ 
pose the U. S. Department of 
Agriculture suggests the use of 
air conditioners, dehumidifiers, 
heat and chemicals. 
Because cool air holds less 
moisture than warm air, air 
conditioners are helpful. Dehu­ 
midifiers are useful wherever 
is a problem. 
You can also fight off damp­ 
ness by heating the house for 
a short time. 
Then open the 
doors and windows to let the 
moist air out. 
An exhaust fan 
will help force it out. 
To dry the air in closets and 
other small areas, keep a small 
electric light burning. The heat 
from the lamp will be enough 
to prevent mildew if the space 
is not too large. 
Or you can 
place a small electric heater in 
a large closet. 
Use with ex­ 
treme care — be sure the heat­ 
er is a sufficient distance from 
anything that will burn. 
A much safer way to keep a 
closet dry is with silica gel or 
activated alumina. These chem­ 
icals will absorb the moisture 
in the air. 
Hank them in a 
cloth bag from the closet rod, 
or put them on a shelf or on 
the floor. 
The chemicals can 
be used over and over. 
(You 
simply dry them in a vented 
oven at 300 degrees F. for sev­ 
eral hours.) 
Grape Jelly (Without added 
Pectin) 
Take four cups juice (takes 
about ZVz lbs. Concord grapes 
and Vz cup water); 3 cups sugar. 
Select about V< underripe and 
34 fully ripe grapes. Sort, wash 
and remove from stem*. Crush 
grapes, add water, cover and 
bring to boil on high heat. Re­ 
duce heat and simmer for ten 
minutes. Extract juice. To pre­ 
vent formation of tartrate crys­ 
tals in the jelly, let juice stand 
in a cool place overnight, then 
strain through two thicknesses 
of damp cheesecloth to remove 
the crystals that have formed. 
To make jelly—measure juice 
into kettle. Add sugar and stir 
well. Boil over high heat above 
the boiling point of water, or 
until jelly mixture sheets from 
the spoon. Remove foam quick­ 
ly. 
Pour immediately into hot 
containers and seal. 


Grape Conserve 


iVz cups grapes with skins re­ 


moved (about 4 lbs. of Concord 
grapes). 


1 orange 
4 cups sugar 


1 cup seedless raisins 
Vz teaspoon salt 
Skins from grapes 


1 cup nuts, chopped fine. 
Sort and wash grapes; remove 
from stem. 
Slip skins from 
grapes and save. 
Measure the 
skinned grapes into a kettle and 
boil, 
stirring 
constantly, 
for 
about 10 minutes or until the 
seeds show. 
Press through a 
sieve to remove seeds. 
Chop 
the orange finely without peel­ 
ing it. Add the orange, sugar, 
raisins and salt to the sieved 
grapes. 
Boil rapidly, stirring 
constantly until mixture begins 
to thicken (about ten minutes) 
Add the grape skins and boil, 
stirring constantly, to 9 degrees 
F. above the boiling point of 
water (about 10 minutes). 
Do 
not overcook; the mixture will 
thicken more on cooling. 
Add 
nuts and stir well. 
Remove from heat; skim and 
stir alternately for 5 minutes. 
Ladle conserve into hot glasses 
to within Vz inch of top. 
Seal 
immediately with Vs inch layer 
of melted paraffin. 
If canning 
jars are used, pour the hot fruit 
mixture to top of jars, put lids 
in place and seal immediately. 
What Makes Fruit Juices Jell? 
Pectin is necessary to make 
fruit juices jell. 
It is a carbo­ 
hydrate, 
found 
in 
all fruits 
chiefly near the skin, in the 
core, and around the seeds. Pec­ 
tin is most abundant in slightly 
underripe fruit and is diluted in 
fruit in a rainy season. 
Heat is necessary to release 
the pectin from the fruit tissue, 
but over-cooking will destroy it 
—especially in very acid fruit. 
Sugar tends to prevent the ex­ 
traction of pectin. 
Commercial fruit pectin, a 
concentrate made from apples 
or citrus fruit, is a modern aid 
to successful 
jam 
and jelly

market — the liquid and 
powdered. 
With its use, you can use all 
fully ripe fruit, full of natural 
flavor, instead of having to use 
a portion of underripe fruit for 
its pectin content. 
Too, the 
length of the cooking time is 
much shorter when commercial 
pectin is used. 
Acids are found in all fruits 
and vary in kin and amounts 
in different fruits. As with pec­ 
tin, the acid content changes 
during growth and ripening. The 
fully ripe fruit has less acid and 
pectin than the slightly under­ 
ripe. Acid is necessary for the 
formation of jelly. An increase 
of acid, within limits, decreases 
the amount of sugar needed. 
Mineral salts, also found in all 
fruits, affect the acidity of the 
juice and influence the ease 
with which the pectin is re­ 
leased. 
Sugar is needed to jell fruit 
juice. 
Too little sugar gives a 
tough jelly, but too much makes 
it sirupy. 
Whether the sugar 
is cane or beet is unimportant 
as they are the same in chem­ 
ical composition.

WASHINGTON — Swedish Intelligence 
ha* intercepted a secret Sov iet plan, 
as 
daring as it is ominou s, to bring military ’ 
pressu re on the Scandinav ian cou ntries to 
sign ov er railroad rights across 
Finland, 
Sweden and Norway all the way to the 
Atlantic. 
The Ru ssians want a concession to u se the 
(beat Northern Railway that ru ns throu gh 
Lap cou ntry from Yartsila on the Sov iet- 
Finnish border to the seaport of Narv ik on 
the Norwegian coast This wou ld giv e the 
Ru ssians an ice-free ou tlet to the Atlantic. 
The Swedes learned abou t the plan from 
a series o( coded commu nications that they 
pick ed u p from Sov iet Military Intelligence. 
They brok e the code translated the mes­ 
sages. and tipped oft the United States what 
they had u ncov ered. 
Whether the bold scheme is merely a 
contingency plan, to hp u sed in case of in­ 
creased East-West tension, isn't clear 
It 
cou ld also be a clev er hoax , deliberately 
planted on the Swedes in order to k eep 
them oft balance. 
There has been distu rbing ev idence, how­ 
ev er, of a Sov iet bu ild - u p opposite the 
Scandinav ian cou ntries. 
When Do We Go Home? 
In the sweltering su mmer the 
biggest 
issu e on Capitol Hill becomes the adjou rn­ 
ment date On this the two leaders of Con­ 
gress disagree. 
Senate Democratic leader Mik e 
Mans­ 
field. y earning to get back to his nativ t 
Montana is driv ing to close down Congress 
hv Laboi Day . 
Speak er John McCormack , on the other 
hand, insist- that it will be impossible to 
finish the legislativ e work load 
u ntil late 
September or ev en early October. 
Mansfield at one time told Hou se leaders 
hu ffily that he intended to adjou rn the Sen­ 
ate on Labor Day whether the Hou se goes 
ou t of session or not. Hou se leaders retorted 
that they will stay in session u ntil their 
work is done, and let the Senate go home. 
From the White Hou se. President Johnson 
is apply ing all the pressu re he can bring 
to bear u pon the leaders to get sev eral k ey 
hills ou t of the way before they go home. 
He called in Mansfield and Senate Repu bli­ 
can leader Ev erett Dirk sen the other day 
to plead with ihem to pass his priority bills 
He wants them to tak e u p federal aid 
tor higher edu cation nex t, then the bill to 


repeal the right-to-work laws. 
Mansfield warned that the Senate cou ld 
nev er adjou rn on schedu le if the riglit-to- 
work repeal has to be passed. He jv ointed 
ou t that the opponents are ready to talk 
the bill to death. 
The President said he had made a com­ 
mitment to labor to pu sh the hill, and ask ed 
Mansfield to help him k eep the commitment. 
Dirk sen, howev er, made it clear that the 
President cou ld ex pect no cooperation from 
the Repu blicans on ending the right-to-work 
law. 
“ 1 am not only going to tight this,” he 
told the President, ” 1 am going to lead 
the fight.” 
lt remains to he seen whether Congress 
will be ahle to get ou t of town on schedu le 
Meanwhile it is growing as hot inside the 
Capitol Bu ilding as on the ou tside. 
Unwieldy Post Office 
Larry O’Brien, the last of the Irish to 
leav e the White Hou se, was appointed Post­ 
master General for two reasons: first he is 
an astu te politician with a good k nowledge 
of Capitol Hill and the ability to mak e wise 
decisions 
Second. O'Brien was the most loy al to 
LHJ of the men inherited from the Kennedy 
entou rage. Some of the Kennedy staff began 
dropping lik e flies immediately after the 
assassination Arthu r Schlesinger was the 
first to go; then Ted Sorenson, Pierre Sal­ 
inger. Ken O'Donnell and so on. The new 
President was genu inely anx iou s to hav e 
them stay , hu t one by one they departed— 
with the ex ception of O’Brien and McGeorge 
Bu ndy , the latter being the efficient liaison 
ex pert between the White Hou se and the 
State and Defense Departments. 
The President has confidence in and feels 
gratitu de toward both, and the time will 
dou btless come when Bu ndy also will get 
his reward 
If O’Brien is sm art-and he u su ally is— 
he will recognize that what the Post Office 
needs is another Bob McNamara — a high 
lev el efficiency ex ecu tiv e who will shak e u p 
the Post Office Department in the same 
way McNamara has shak en the deadwood 
ou t of Defense. 
With the terrific popu lation increase of 
the United States and the failu re of the 
Post Office to au tomate, ex - Postmaster 
General Ed Day has predicted that by the 
y ear 2000 ev ery other person in the United 
States will he k ept bu sy handling the mail. 
Only su ccessfu l step toward postal reform 
was the new au tomatic post offices installed

General 
Tv ler 
Abell.

Ev en in their earliest day s 
Americans lov ed the free com­ 
petition slogan while they made 
a jok e of it. 


In their first attempt at u nion 
u nder the Articles of Confedera­ 
tion — from 1781 to 1789 when 
the colonies became states with 
a central gov ernment — the in­ 
div idu al states were entranced 
with the go-it-alone idea. 
Each considered 
itself sov ­ 
ereign. The central gov ernment, 
withou t a president or cou rts, 
had only a Congress where the 
representativ es were more lik e 
ambassadors 
than representa­ 
tiv es.

cou ldn’t impose tax es or tariffs.

other frank ly , “This is what I 
ex pect of a wife,” or, “ This is 
what I ex pect of a hu sband.” 
Marriage might not look q u ite 
so romantic to the prospectiv e 
bride if her hu sband told her 
frank ly that he ex pected her to 
be an ex cellent hou sek eeper, a 
good cook , a shrewd shopper, a 
du tifu l dau ghter-in-law, and will­ 
ing to hold down an ou tside job. 
Yet that is no more (and a good 
deal less) than most y ou ng men 
marry ing today ex pect of their 
wiv es. 
And a prospectiv e bridegroom 
might be astonished to learn 
that the girl 
of 
his 
dreams 
wou ld look with 
a 
jau ndiced 
ey e on his continu ing after m ar­ 
riage to go off on hu nting and 
fishing trips, leav ing her while 
he spends ev enings ou t “ with 
the boy s.” and to continu e to 
deposit his pay check in his 
name — and his alone. 
The 
amou nt of togetherness ex pected 
by his wou ld-be wife might be a 
real shock er.

another, to protect their resi­ 
dents from ou tside competition. 
They were whizzing toward 
disaster, recognized it, set u p 
the present gov ernment, and, in 
the first Congress, passed a tar­ 
iff act to protect Americans 
from foreign competition. 
Throu gh most of American 
history presidents rejected the 
idea of gov ernment responsi­ 
bility for the general welfare 
ev en while the gov ernment was 
giv ing new railroads land and 
su bsidies. 
One president v etoed a bill to 
help the insane poor, say ing it 
wou ld mak e the poor only more 
hopeless and dependent. Anoth­ 
er v etoed a bill to help drou ght- 
strick en 
farmers, 
say ing: 
“ Thou gh the people shou ld su p­ 
port the gov ernment, the gov ­ 
ernment shou ld not su pport the 
people.” 
The latter happened in 1887, 
the v ery y ear in which Congress 
took one of its most far-reaching 
steps by creating the Interstate 
Commerce Commission to pu t 
controls on what railroads cou ld 
charge. 
It was a pioneer in the v ast 
sy stem of gov ernment controls 
of today . Bu t this happened at 
the v ery moment when big bu si­ 
ness showed how little stomach 
it had for tru ly free competition 
by creating tru sts. 
In this same period millions of 
Americans who nev er heard of 
Herbert 
Spencer, 
the 
British 
philosopher, were his disciples 
and his v ictims by absorbing his 
belief in the dev il tak e the hind­ 
most. 
In this v iew the poor were 
poor becau se they were inferior 
and the rich rich becau se they 
were su perior. 
Bu t while the cou ntry still fol­ 
lowed this ru gged indiv idu alism 
idea, the Germans had set u p 
u nemploy ment pay (almost 6 0 
y ears ahead of this cou ntry ) 
and the British social secu rity 
(more than 20 y ears ahead of 
this cou ntry ). 
Ev en President Herbert Hoov ­ 
er. a hu mane man, as late as 
19 32 cou ldn’t bring himself to 
accept the idea the gov ernment 
shou ld giv e direct help to the 
impov erished. 
Bu t the disaster of depression 
made Americans face what they 
had been tardy to ack nowledge, 
althou gh throu ghou t history in­ 
div idu al grou ps had been seek ­ 
ing special benefits: That the 
gov ernment not only had a re­ 
sponsibility for the general wel­ 
fare bu t shou ld assert it. Then, 
for the first time, in 19 46 Con­ 
gress said so in the employ ment 
act of that y ear. The great 
change came with 
the New 
Deal. 
Welfare 
programs, 
estab­ 
lished then, hav e been ex panded 
enormou sly . 
And 
gov ernment 
really bu tted in on the free en­ 
terprise relations between man­ 
agement and labor with the 
Wagner Act of 1935 and the 
Taft-Hartlev Act of 19 47. 
The 
former compelled em­ 
ploy ers to deal with employ es’ 
u nions and the latter, in the 
case of big indu stries, empow­ 
ered the gov ernment to get an 
inju nction to delay a strik e at 
least 80 day s. 
Presidents Harry S. Tru man, 
Dwight D. Eisenhower, John F. 
Kennedy and now Johnson all 
interv ened to prev ent big. dam­ 
aging strik es. 
So, while Americans still pay 
lip serv ice to the idea of tru ly 
free enterprise, they ignore it 
when it might damage the gen­ 
eral welfare.

A — Appendicitis is not u n­ 
common in 
persons 
who are 
ov er 6 0 since there is no appre­ 
ciable shriv eling with age. The 
pain in the right lower part of 
y ou r abdomen may be du e to a 
great v ariety of cau ses bu t ap­ 
pendicitis is most u nlik ely be­ 
cau se that is an acu te disease 
in which the pain is sev ere. 
Chronic appendicitis is rare and 
occu rs only in persons who had 


had more than one attack of 
acu te appendicitis. Most persons 
hav e their appendix remov ed in 
the first attack . Better hav e 
y ou r doctor determine what is 
cau sing y ou r pain.

hav e bowlegs. Are 
there any ex ercises that wou ld 
help me0 
A — Ex ercises will strengthen 
y ou r mu scles bu t will net change 
the shape of y ou r .bones. 
In 
y ou ng children braces will some­ 
times straighten the bones bu t 
if y ou are ov er 14 y ou will either 
hav e to mak e friends with this 
condition or hav e the cu rv ed 
bones brok en and realigned. 
Q— Since red blood cells 
carry ox y gen 
and ox y gen is 
necessary for breathing isn t it 
tru e that the red blood cells are 
affected in some way when a 
person has a disease, su ch as 
asthma, that 
i m p e d e s the 
breathing? 
A — In asthma and other dis­ 
eases in which air hu nger de­ 
v elops, an increase in the rale 
of breathing compensates 
tor 
the difficu lty in getting ox y gen 
to the blood throu gh the lu ngs. 
In a v ery sev ere asthmatic at­ 
tack , howev er, the lu ngs do not 
su pply enou gh ox y gen 
to the 
blood and the carbon diox ide 
lev el of the blood increases. The 
redu ced hemoglobin then giv es 
the blood a blu ish color in con­ 
trast to that of red ox y hemo­ 
globin. In asthma this is rarely 
sev ere enou gh to cau se loss of 
consciou sness.
